In talking 
with the farmers at the station, the

’hoppers are hatching rapidly, espec¬ 
ially in the stubble fields and on the 
roadsides. To the south of town and 
towards the Kirkcaldy district they 
are appearing in large numbers. A 
real heavy rain within the week would 
help greatly in combating the pest.

.11 awards of merit were in order for peace time valor, 
Hon. H. H. Stevens would be a medal winner. He has 
courageously pursued investigation into big business, re¬ 
gardless of what or who is being exposed. Although the 
remedy for violations of fair dealing has not yet been ar¬ 
rived at, Mr. Stevens has uncovered and exposed some of 
the more glaring injustices under which employees suffer 
in the interests of more dividends. This has taken more 
courage than any government was given credit for pos¬ 
sessing. i J 

His latest investigation has brought the plight of the 
Ontario tobacco grower to the public attention. The state¬ 
ments of growers show that the tobacco in a 25 cent pack¬ 
age of cigarettes gives the grower 154 cts. The price to 
the actual producer is hammered down to below cost of 
production, while the consumer pays the same as usual. 
What Mr. ijtevens has been trying to find out is where the 
rest of the rhoney goes. Apparently it goes to pay share¬ 
holders’ dividends, and pay capital on stock in companies 
that have been over-capitalized. Stockholders must have 
their profits and dividends must be paid, so the tobacco 
grower is the sacrifice. Allowing for the heavy govern¬ 
ment tax on tobacco, the farmer has a very active curios¬ 
ity in the distribution of 15 cents in that 25 cent package 
of cigarettes. He gets 154 cents of it. To whom does the 
remaining 13V* cents go? How is it accounted for? This 
is also what Mr. Stevens wanted to know, when he said 
the revelations of the situation of the growers vs. Imper¬ 
ial Tobacco Company, challenged Parliament and would 
have to be cleared up. 

The evidence bears considerable resemblance to that 
brought out in the packer’s investigation. The spread be¬ 
tween what the consumer pays and the producer gets, 
challenges the suspicion of the public. There is too wide 
a gap.

‘As we have frequently pointed out,” says the bulletin, 
if^ushel of wheat bought a shirt ip 1913, it would now 
take two bushels of wheat to buy the shirt. This means 
that farmers are able to buy only half the shirts and other 
articles of pre-war years. And this in turn means that 
half the workers who make articles for farmers are out 
of employment. 

‘‘When a bushel of wheat will exchange on the average 
for the same quantity of goods and services as in 1913, 
then depression will be over in the west. 

“A study of unemployment has shown that about one- 
half of those not working today are normally employed in 
the manufacture of durable goods. Not such goods as 
foodstuffs, clothes, tobacco, gasoline end such daily needs 
but in such articles as people do economize on. That is, 
houses, roads, buildings, furniture, tools, farm imple¬ 
ments, plumbing tools, lumber, barbed wire, etc, 

"Aaued to this tne majority of the other half of the un¬ 
employed are those normally engaged in the transporta¬ 
tion and distribution of these durable goods, or in the pro¬ 
ducing the raw material for their manufacture. 

“-P or every man put' to work on these ‘durable’ goods, 
the/e will be new demand for consumption of goods. 

“Mo class of people is more in need of the durable goods 
than the western farmer, and the raise of his buying pow¬ 
er would automatically put these workers back into em¬ 
ployment. 

‘‘Although the average prices of 146 items in the Searle 
index are 27.6 per cent, higher than in 1914, there are 24 
items that are as low as in pre-war years. These include 
incubators, roping, team harness, leather mitts, sweaters, 
women’s dresses and shoes, children’s shoes, beans, flour, 
tomatoes, jam, lumber, etc.

These years have undoubtedly been profitable for the 
Power Company, as borne out by their consistently flour¬ 
ishing financial statements. Unlike the vast majority of 
their customers, they have been able to declare dividends 
even in recent trying years. They have Stuck firmly to 
the letter of their contract, regardless of the failing in¬ 
comes of consumers. Inability to meet the monthly cost 
of light or power, has resulted in prompt discontinuance

that Canadians should be taught that since the 
passing of the Statute of Westminster in 1931, Canada is 
equal in status and power to the United Kingdom and oth¬ 
er nations. 

-Pursuing still further the conviction that Canadian pref 
erence should be quite within reason in Canada, the or¬ 
ganization sets forth that whereas it is believed that at 
present at least 40 per cent, of the civil servants of Can¬ 
ada were bom outside of Canada, this situation be amend¬ 
ed so that preference be given Canadian bom". It is be¬ 
lieved to be in the interests of Canada, that ths Civil Ser¬ 
vice be Canadian in thought and outlook. 

It is believed that Canada should have a distinctively 
Canadian flag, that Canada should have direct power to 
draw and amend the Canadian constitution, that appeals 
to civil and criminal matters should be only to Canadian 
courts. 

There are features of the platform touching on other 
matters, urging that in the event of Canada participating 
in a war, there should be conscription of wealth and ma¬ 
terial resources in addition to conscription of men; that 
there should be fair play for all in labor fields, and that 
industries protected by tariffs should be subject to inspec¬ 
tion as to relation of wages paid to profits made. Amongst 
jother policies is the belief that since idleness is fatal to 
individuals,- and a generation is growing up for whom no 
work can be found therefore the governments should sup¬ 
ply work in exchange for relief and that wherever possible

Doubtless the Council, in view of the expiration of the 
franchise in less than two years, is informing itkelf of 
any alternative scheme, and gathering data- on power 
schemes throughout the Dominion. Citizens-, feel this 
matter deserves close study.

HOPE US MARKET 
FOR BEEF CATTLE 

It is currently recognized that Sec¬ 
retary Henry Wallace of United 
States favors a lowering of tariffs, 
and inclines to internationalism as op¬ 
posed to nationalism. 

In the May issue of the Farm and 
Ranch Review, the editorial page of¬ 
fers a shadow of hope for Canadian 
cattle trade. The publication says: 

“President Roosevelt is moving en-j 
ergetically toward obtaining power to | 
vary import tariffs substantially, so 
as to facilitate international trade 
through bargaining with other coun¬ 
tries. Doubtless he has Canada chief 
ly in mind. The present administra¬ 
tion at Washington realizes keenly, 
that the present foreign policy of that 
country is altogether wrong. It has 
been developed under the “debtor" 
complex, while the United States is 
now the chief “creditor” country in 
the world; a face, which has had no 
visible influence on her trade policies 
so far. 

“As soon as these discretionary 
powers are legally vested in the Pres¬ 
ident, the way is open to gain admit¬ 
tance to the United States’ market 
for dur beef cattle by Canada making 
proper concessions on her part. This 
will undoubtedly be done. The Brit¬ 
ish market for beef is, and always 
will be, a low price market for Can¬ 
ada. It has been useful only as an 
emergency outlet No effort should 
be spared to re-establish our beef 
trade with the United States at the 
earliest possible moment.”

Hon. O. L. McPherson, accompan¬ 
ied by Mrs. McPherson was a 
caller in Vulcan last week, 
fhe minister was returning from a 
visit of inspection to the provincial 
jail at Lethbridge, and a general sur¬ 
vey of roads along the route. He 
found conditions at the jail satisfac¬ 
tory, with spring work well on its 
way. 

When asked about new road pro¬ 
jects and public w - orks schemes in the 
province, Mr. McPherson said that 
matters were absolutely at a stand¬ 
still until the Federal Government 
gives some indication of what its 
“modest Public Works program” may 
mean. At the time of speaking, no 
hint had been given from Ottawa on 
which the provincial Public Works 
Dept, could plan or hqpe. It was ex¬ 
pected, however, that Premier Brown¬ 
lee now in Ottawa, would elicit some 
information. Mr. Brownlee was ur¬ 
gent as to the benefit of a public 
works allotment as emergency relief. 
Details are eagerly awaited. 

“If there is no substantial develop¬ 
ment from Ottawa, there will be no 
new construction and a reduction in 
maintenance” said Mr. McPherson. 

Although he faced the possibility 
that the Dominion Public WVjrks pro¬ 
gram might be purely Federal in op¬ 
eration and control, extending only 
to Federal undertakings in the East 
and in cities, the speaker was keenly 
alive to the advantages of some pro¬ 
vincial-municipal for public works. 
He stated that deputations had arriv¬ 
ed during the session, almost daily, 
pressing the need for road programs 
in various parts of the program. 
Some of these were worthy, all indi¬ 
cated at least a local need. “It is ob¬ 
vious,” he stated, - • “that expenditure 
on road maintenance is essential at 
the present time, if the foundation of 
our roads is to be preserved. There 
are numerous deserving undertakings 
through the province, which if made 
possible through Federal support, 
would circulate money through the 
districts, give employment, and at the' 
same time provide a permanent val¬ 
ue.” He concluded by saying that 
these things hung in the balance until 
Ottawa declared its intentions. 

Referring to the proposed High Ri- 
ver-Hartell road, Mr. McPherson said 
that this matter, as in the case of 
other projects, was dependent" to a 
great extent on the amount of allot¬ 
ment, if any, granted by the Federal 
government. • . 

L0WD0WN0NWH0 
GETS SMOKE PROFIT 

The Imperial Tobacco Company of 
Montreal during the last five years 
made profits of $32,4')*7,100; added 
$3,748,000 in profits from its subsid- 
aries; paid $1,861,900 in salaries to 
six executives, end reduced prices to 
tobacco growers 50 per cent., it was 
shown last week before the parlia¬ 
mentary mass buying committee. 

The Imperial controlled about 70 
per cent, of the total tobacco trade of 
Canada, Mr. Miller testified. Of ci¬ 
garettes, the company controlled 75 
per cent.; cut tobacco, 60 per cent; 
plug tobacco, 49 per cent; snuff, 97 
per cent; small cigars, 91 per cent; 
and cigars. 57 per cent. 

In the United States, Mr. Miller 
told the committee counsel, the aver¬ 
age price for cigarettes was 15 cents 
a package. The excise was six cents, 
leaving nine cents to be distributed 
among the grower, manufacturer, 
jobber, and retailer. 

In Canada, 20 cirgarettes sold for 
20 cents. The excise tax was eight 
cents, and the sales tax one cent. This 
left 11 cents for distribution from the 
grower to the retailer. On a package 
of 25 cigarettes there was 13 9-10 
cents left for distribution. 


SOME INSECTS 
BENEFIT MANKIND 

Gardeners Should Know Good From 
Evil Amongst Beetles 

All insects are not pests, as Mr. R. 
H. Handford, of the Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, pointed out 
Ahe other day to the Brandon Horti¬ 
cultural Society. We are so much in 
the habit of considering only our in¬ 
sect pests, he said, that we seldom 
think of our insect allies. If we stop 
to think, we shall soon realize that 
there are many species of beneficial 
insects. Honey, shellac, arid some 
types of dyes are insect productions 
we should not care to be without. Irt 
some places, insects in various staged 
are used particularly as food. The 
beneficial insects that concern us most 
at this particular time, however, are 
those that destroy insect pests. One 
of our best aids in the destruction of 
plant lice is the ladybird beetle. Both 
the adults and larvae of these insects 
feed on plant lice, and the adults at 
least have been known to feed on in¬ 
sects in other stages, especially the 
eggs. Another insect of importance 
is one of the ground beetles, called 
the fiery hunter. This is a large black 
beetle with rows of coppery spots 
down its back. It feeds on a consid¬ 
erable number of other insects. 

The larvae of another ground beetle 
has recently come into Prominence as 
a destroyer of grasshopper eggs. The 
larvae of the beefly is ppother insect 
friend that destroys enormous num¬ 
bers of grasshopper eggs. Similarly 
various species of blister beetles, 
which are so destructive in their ma¬ 
ture stage, produce young that are 
amongst our most important aids in 
our struggle against grasshoppers. 
Then, too, there are the insect para¬ 
sites. Most of these, though not all. 
are related to the wasps, i^ome spec¬ 
ies lay their eggs in cutworms and 
other caterpillars, the resulting lar¬ 
vae feeding inside the caterpillar un¬ 
til mature, at which time the caterpil¬ 
lar dies. The parasite then pupates 
either inside or outside the dead cat¬ 
erpillar and later emerges as a fully 
developed insect capable of laying 
eggs in still other insect .pests. Every 
gardener should become acquainted 
with the different species of beneficial 
insects, so that in their control opera¬ 
tions they may destroy as few of 
these helpful allies as possible. 

The bright spot in Canada’s live¬ 
stock industry in 1933 was pigs, says 
Son. Robt. Weir. In 1931 Canada was 
last out of nine countries exporting 
bacon to the U.K. In 1933 she took 
fourth place beaten by Denmark, the 
Netherlands and Poland. Favorable 
comments on the quality of Canadian 
bacon are tjpw common in England.

ANOTHER RACKET 


New York citizens are engaged in 
a fight to end a poultry “racket” 
which costs the city housekeepers 
$16,000,000 a year. Here is the rack¬ 
et that is being worked through the 
markets, not only in New Y'ork but 
in other cities. Country poultrymen 
from Maine to Virginia have been 
compelled to deliver their poultry in 
coops worth $2 at factory, for which 
they must pay $1 reHthl each time. 
Each coop is used about 1500 times in 
a year. Poultry handlers are also 
forced to buy their feed from the 
rackateers at 50 cents a bag above 
market price.

From Wheat Pool bulletin:—Last 
year some 250,000 wheat farmers in 
the prairie provinces raised 250 mil¬ 
lion bushels of wheat. Of this vol¬ 
ume some 190 million have been de¬ 
livered to market. The average net 
price obtained was 44 cents. This 
means that if the entire income from 
wheat sales was distributed evenly 
each farmer received the meagre sum 
of $334.00. Out of this the cost of 
tilling the soil, seeding, harvesting, 
threshing, handling and selling had to 
be deducted. This - simple sum in 
arithmetic shows what has been hap¬ 
pening to the farming industry of the 
west. /Sweatshop labor w-as never so 
poorly paid. Bankruptcy and ruin are 
inevitable when such conditions exist 
for long.
